September was one of the heav-
iest lumber-consuming months in
the recent .istory of California,
says the California Lumber Mer-
chant. i

The cargo shipments at Los An-
geles harbor up to September 28
aggregated approximately 80,000,-
000 feet of fir and other ‘species
from the Northwest, and 14,000,000
feet of redwood from California—
total of' 94,000,000 feet. ‘

San Francisco water shipments
up to and including the 23rd of the
month were 32,000,000 feet of Ore-
gon and Washington products, and
11,000,000 feet of California.

The rail shipments were approx-
imately 6,000,000 feet, or a total
from all sources of 49,000,000.
